REPORT. 



To THE HONOBABLE AND ReTESEKD, 

The Oteesbeks op Hastard College. 

The undersigned, the President of the University, 
submits the following as his second Annual Keport 
on the general condition and prospects of the insti- 
tution in its several departments. 

In the Divinity School, as will appear from the 
Appendix, the means of instruction, the order and 
distribution of the studies, and the number of the 
students, remain substantially as they were when the 
last Report was submitted. Nearly seven hundred 
volumes, formerly belonging to the late Kev. Dr. 
Parkman, have been given to the Theological Library 
by his widow, with a view to carry out what was 
understood to be the intention of her husband ; thus 
adding another to the repeated beneiactions for which 
the School is indebted to the Parkman family. The 
bill in equity for separating this School from the 
University has not been reached, as was expected, 
during the past year; but it is among the £rst in 
order to come up for final adjudication at the next 
law term for the County of Suffolk. 

The Law School continues to flourish, ea will ap-

peai- from the details g^ven in the Appendix. The 
number of students was larger last year than at any 
former period, as was also the number of graduates. 
Notwithstanding the increased expenses of living, 
the pressure of the times, and other adverse influ- 
ences, the number of students in attendance has 
fallen off but little, standing at present at one hun- 
dred and forty-three. They are drawn, as heretofore, 
from almost every State and Territory in the Union. 
To sustain the character and reputation of the School, 
and to increase, or even to retain, its present num- 
bers, it is believed that more' superintendence and 
instruction are required than can be given by two 
Professors. The proposition made last year for the 
establishment of a new Professorship having been 
withdrawn, the Corporation have re-appointed Ed- 
ward G. Loring, Esq. as Lecturer, and this election 
will be submitted to the Overseers at the proper 
time. 

. Important changes have taken place in the Med- 
ical School. Dr. Walter Channing has resigned the 
Professorship of Obstetrics and Medical Jurispru- 
dence, after long and faithful service to the CoUege, 
and David Humphreys Storer, M.D. has been chosen 
his successor. Dr. Jacob Bigelow has resigned the 
Professorship of Materia Medica, and the Lecture- 
ship of Clinical Medicine, both which offices he has 
filled for many years with distinguished ability and 
success. The last-mentioned resignation is to take 
effect at the termination of the present course of 
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Lectures. The Corporation have elected Edward 
Hammond Clarke, M.D. to succeed Dr. Bigelow aa 
Professor of Materia Medica. They have also voted 
that a Professorship of Clinical Medicine be estab- 
lished in place of the present Lectureship, and chosen 
George Cheyne Shattuck, M.D. to be the first Pro- 
fessor. All these proceedings of the Corporation 
will be laid before the Board of Overseers, that they 
may concur in the same, if they see fit. 

The nujnber of students attending the Scientific 
School continues to increase, especially in the En- 
gineering Department. Last year the whole number 
was seventy ; now it is eighty. The rapid and con- 
stant accumulation of the Geological and Zoological 
collections by Professor Agassiz has made it neces- 
sary to give up to his use exclusively the building 
which was erected a few years ago for him and 
Professor Eustis, and to provide temporary accom- 
modations for Professor Eustis elsewhere. Since the 
purchase of these collections by some of the friends 
of the College, mentioned in the last Beport, ad- 
ditions have been made by Professor Agassiz, at an 
expense of several thousand dollars, which belong, 
of course, to him. Meanwhile, the Corporation have 
no funds at their disposal, either at present or pros- 
pectively, for the support of this noble institution, 
so necessary to science, and so honorable to the 
country. The liberal endowment of the Geological 
and Zoological Museum, being now deemed one of 
the most pressing needs of the University, a letter 
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on the subject, 'from the distinguished naturalist to 
whom we are chiefly indebted for what has been 
done thus far, wUl be appended. 

The Committee for risiting the Observatory will 
report at large on the condition and prospects of 
that important department of the University. The 
first volume of the Annals of the Astronomical Ob- 
servatory of Harvard College is nearly through the 
press, and will soon be given to the public. 

A full account is given in the Appendix of the 
order and distribution of the studies in the Academi- 
cal Department. Much to the regret of the Cor- 
poration, and of all the friends of the College, Pro- 
fessor Longfellow has resigned the Professorship of 
Modem Languages and Literature ; his connections 
with the College ceasing with the close of the last 
academical year. Another vacancy has been oc- 
casioned in the same department by the death of 
Mr. Sales, Instructor in Spanish, which took place 
on the 16th of Februaiy, after this venerable and 
faithful servant of the College had been a teacher 
here for nearly forty years. Instruction in the Mod- 
em Languages is now given exclusively by foreign 
teachers ; Santiago Cancio-Bello, LL.B., having been 
appointed Instructor in Spanish, in place of Mr. Sales, 
and Mr. Luigi Monti, Instructor in Italian. James 
Mills Peirce, A.B., has been appointed Tutor in 
Mathematics, in place of Mr. Choate, resigned. An 
additional Tutorship in Mathematics has also been 
instituted, which is filled by Charles William Eliot, 
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A.B. All these appointments were submitted to 
the Overseers at their semiannual meeting in June, 
and received their concurrence. 

The number of the Undergraduates has been steadi- 
ly on the increase for several years, and was never 
80 great as at the present time. Order and disci- 
pline have been, maintained, without having occasion 
to resort in many cases to the higher penalties pro- 
vided in the laws. 

There is no objection which weighs so heavily 
against an education at Cambridge as the expense ; 
and the only practicable way of reducing it would 
seem to be by the institution of Scholarships. It is 
to be regretted that the plan of Class Scholarships, 
recommended by the Alumni, has not been more 
generally carried into effect In this connection the 
College is called upon gratefully to acknowledge 
another Uberal gift of the late Dr. George C. Shat- 
tuck, who has bequeathed ten thousand dollars, the 
income of which is to be appropriated to lessen the 
expenses of indigent and meritorious students. On 
this foundation the Corporation have established four 
Scholarships, called the Shattuck Scholarships, which 
are to be granted, year after year, to Undergraduates, 
by a vote of the President and Fellows, on recom- 
mendation by the Faculty. 

The funds of the College have also been enriched 
by another liberal endowment during the past year. 
By the will of the late Miss Caroline Plummer, of 
Salem, fifteen thousand doUars are given as the foun- 
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datiou of a Professorship for the practical inculcation 
of Christian morals, " and more especially to aid and 
instruct the students in what most nearly concerns 
their moral and physical welfare, their health, their 
good habits, and their Christian chaiacter "; the in- 
cumbent " acting towards them, by personal inter- 
course and persuasion, the part of a parent, as well 
as that of a teacher and friend." 

The wants and claims of the Library must be 
urged again on a generous and thoughtful com- 
munity. As the funds at the disposal of the Corpo- 
ration for the purchase of books are so inadequate, 
a large proportion of the additions to the Library 
during the past year has been given by associations 
and individuals. Among these the American Sun- 
day School Union, through the generous exertions 
of Frederick A. Packard, Esq., has given a complete 
series of their publications, consisting of above nine 
hundred volumes. The Massachusetts Sabbath School 
Society has also done the same, their collection con- 
sisting of between six and seven, hundred volumes. 
To Charles Sanders, Esq., of Cambridge, the Library 
is indebted for a copy of the costly and magnificent 
work of Lepsius on the Antiquities of Egypt Grate- 
ful, however, as the College should be, and is, for 
liberd contributions to the Library from various 
quarters, it will not do to depend on such means for 
a regular and timely supply of the best books which 
appear in every department of science and letters. A 
college library is for the teachers more than for the 
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taught, that the teaching in all the hranches may he 
of the highest order ; never falling behind from igno- 
rance of the latest diacoveries in an age more fruitful 
than any which has preceded it in original investiga- 
tions. What is wanted, therefore, sorely wanted, is 
a large Library Fund, the income of which shall be 
sufficient to procure every work of real value pub- 
lished in any part of the world, and as soon as pub- 
lished. 

A marble bust of President Everett, by Powers, 
the gift of the late Hon. Thomas H. Perkins, has 
been placed in the Library. 

From the munificent bequest of the late Samuel 
Appleton, Esq., for pubUc objects, the trustees have 
appropriated fifty thousand dollars for the erection 
of a College Chapel, on conditions which will appear 
in the Correspondence appended to this Report. It 
is hoped that this noble benefaction will not only 
supply an urgent need of the College for room at 
the daily prayers, but lead to other measures having 
reference to moral and religious instruction and in- 
fluence in the University.

I. A Letter from Professor Aoassiz. 

Cambridge^ December 22, 1854. 
Dear Sir : — 
The interest you have shown in my proceedings ever eince 
I have been connected witli the UniTersity induces me to 
address you on behalf of the Museum. I am fully aware that 
the times are not favorable to urge such a subject on the 
attention of the Corporation. I am equally satisfied that I am 
not justified in pressing it as an immediate want either of 
the Scientific School or the Undergradnate Department. I 
would not, therefore, present it as requiring immediate atten- 
tion, or as having a prominent claim, with i^ct reference to 
the present state of our institution. But if it lies in the 
plan of the friends of our College to secure for it in the 
future the same prominent position it has thus far held among 
the institutions of learning in the United States ; if we may 
hope to see the general standard of such institutions elevated ; 
if they are ever to take a leading position among the estah- 
Hshments destined to advance the sum of knowledge among 
men, and would not rem^ satisfied with the humbler position 
of diffoMug the knowledge already acquired ; if the Univer- 
sities of America are ever to return to the Old World a sum 
of information equal to that they have imported from the elder 
civilized communities, — then I say that a general Museum, on 
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the plan of the Jardin dea Plantea, founded upon the broad 
basb of its uaefulness to the country at large, may be one of the 
mosl deairable means of effecting these objects, and secoring, 
at the same time, to the University at Cambridge a contfoUing 
influence upon the progress of science in the United States. It 
is upon this ground alone I vould solicit your kind influence to 
urge the establishment of such an independent institution. What 
has been done thus far is something really irorth having ; and 
yet, with reference to the general object I have alluded to above, 
it may hardly be called a beginning. Tou know, better than 
any one connected with the College, what I have done thus far, 
and what I mi^t do, if I should be provided with the means of 
going on with my plans, for you have seen the collections I 
have brought together ; you know the vast amount of dupli- 
cates I have on hand, which might be employed in doubling 
the extent of the collection by exchanges, and in many depart- 
ments in multiplying tenfold the number of its species. You 
have also been informed of the extensive correspondence I 
have entered upon, to secure a constant new supply from all 
parts of the country, and &om distant lands. I have also 
shown you the vast amount of materials I have collected to 
illostrate the natural history of the United States, chiefly in 
those departments which have been most neglected thus far 
by American natoralists. 

I feel I can say, without being accused of improper con- 
fidence, that the attention and devotion I ^ve to the promo- 
tion of these studies would render the meuis which might be 
placed at my command for their advancement produclave of 
more immediate and more extensive results than they would he 
under ordinary cireumstances, since I have no other ambition 
than to devote the rem^der of my life to this one object. 

When I reflect upon the independent position of tiie Jardin 
dea Plantes, entirely devoted to the advancement of the natural 
sciences in all their branches, and attempt to estimate the 
immense influence that single institution has had upon the 
advancement of science in every part of the world, I cannot 
suppress the hope that the time may come when our Museum 
may no longer be considered as a mere appendage to the 
Scientific School or the College, but become in itself the ob- 
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ject of the special beDevolence and liberality of our citizens 
at large. 

With these suggestiona, I intrust the whole subject to joor 
provident care.

I. PROFESSIONAL SCHOOLS. 
1. DivDnTT School. 

The IXviiuly School waa under the Buperintendence of the 
Ker. Coavers Francis, D.D., Parkman Professor of Pulpit 
Eloquence and the Pastoral Care ; and the Rer. George R. 
Noyea, D-D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew and other Ori- 
entel Languages, and Dezter Lecturer on Sacred Literature. 

The course of instruction in the Divinity School occupies 
three years. The School consists of three Classes ; the Jun- 
ior, iEddle, and Senior. 

Each Professor attends exercises with each of the Classes 
through the year. The course of instruction is divided be- 
tween them as follows. To the Parkman Professor are allotted 
the branches of Natural Reli^on, Ghriatian Ethica and Prac- 
tical Dimity, Ecele^aatical Hiatory, Church Pohty, the Com- 
position and Delivery of Sermona, and the Duties of the Pas- 
toral Office. To the Hancock Professor, the Evidences of 
Christianity, Dogmatic Theology, the Principles of Criticism 
and Interpretation, the Criticism and Interpretation of the Old 
and the New Testaments, and the Hebrew Language. 
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The members of the Senior Class preach on Sunday e 
daring part of ihe year in one of the churches of this city. 
There is also a weekly exercise in extemporaneous speaking, 
attended by the whole School. 

The present number of students (December, 1854) is 25. 



2. Laiv School. 

The Law School has continued, daring the year 1853-54, 
onder the superintendence of Joel Parker, LL.D., Royall Pro- 
fessor of Law, and Theophilus Parsons, LLJ)., Dane Professor 
of Law. 

Daring this year Lectures have been delivered by the 
Royall Professor upon B^ments, the Law of Real Property, 
Equity Jurisprudence, Equity Evidence and Practice, and the 
Conshtutional Law of the States and of the TTnited States ; 
by the Dane Professor, upon Blackatone's Commentaries, Kent's 
Commentaries, the law of Bills and Notes, of Shipping and 
Admiralty, Criminal Law, and the law of Partnership ; and by 
Hon. Edward G, Loring, Lectnrer, upon the Law of Wills 
and Devises, of Sales, of Husband and Wife, Parent and 
Child, and Guardian and Ward. 

No changes have taken place in the arrangements of the 
exercises since the last Report. Ten Lectures are delivered 
in each week, and in the course of each Lecture such exam- 
inations are made, by inquiry of the students as to points and 
cases presented to them in relation to the subject-matter of 
the Lecture, as is thought best. Longer experience has more 
firmly convinced the Faculty that no other mode of examina- 
tion would be so well adapted to the wants of the School. 

Two Moot Courts are held each week, each court by one 
of the Professors or by the Lecturer. They have been re- 
markably well attended during the present year, and their 
great u^ity, not only to the students engaged as counsel, 
but to all who attend, and especially to those who profit by 
the opportunities they offer to loam to take notes with ac- 
curacy and fidelity, is not doubted cither by the Faculty or 
by the students. 

The Clubs of the students for discussion and debate, and 
the I argument of cases, have every facility and encooragement 
offered them by the Faculty, and have been numerous, and 
carried on with great energy and success. 

The prizes for Dissertations have been given as before ; and 
agfun the committee for awarding them have expressed very 
strong approbation of the essays offered.

Tins School was nnder the saperintendence of 

Walter Chanmng, M.D., Professor of Obstetrics and Med- 
ical Jurispnidence ; 

Jacob Bigelow, M.D., Professor of Materia Medica, and 
Lecturer on Clinical Medicine ; 

John Ware, M.D., Hersey Professor of the Theory and Prac- 
tice of Physio ; 

J. B. S. Jackson, M.D., Shattuck Professor of Morbid Anat- 
omy ; 

Morrill W3miaii, M.D., Adjunct Hersey Professor of the 
Theory and Practice of Physic ; 

OUver W. Holmes, M.D., Parkman Professor of Anatomy 
and Physiology ; 

Henry J. Bigelow, M.D., Professor of Surgery ; 

Josiah P. Cooke, A.M., Professor of Chemistry. 

The Medical School was conducted by the above-named Pro- 
fessors, at the Medical College in North Grove Street, BoBton. 
The instruction waa ^ven by courses of Lectures, delivered by 
the several Professors. The Lectures begin annually on the 
first Wednesday in November, and continue four months, or 
seventeen weeks. The students also attend the practice of 
the Hospital. 

The number of Lectures given in the respective conrses 
waa aa follows : — 

Dr. Channing gave three Lectures a week, and Exam- 
inatjons. 

Dr. J. Bigelow gave about Bsventy-dght Lectures on Materia 
Medica, and on Clmical Medicine. 

Dr. Ware gave ftnir Lectures a week during the first ten 
weeks of the course, and Dr. Wyman the same number during 
the last half, on the Theory and Practice of Medicine, amount- 
ing in all to iixty. 

Dr. Jackson gave nineteen Lectures on Patholo^oal Anatomy. 

Dr. Holmes gave eighty Lectures on Anatomy and Physiol- 
ogy, and ten Demonstrations, or more, in Microscopic Anatomy, 
amounting in all to mnety.

Eben Norton Horsford, A.M., Rumford Professor, and Lec- 
torer on the Application of the Sciences to the Useful Arts, 
and Bean of the Faculty ; 

George P. Bond, A.B., Assistant Observer ;

The course of instruction embraces the use of astrononucal 
instruments ; systematic practical exercises in the several Labo- 
ratories of Professors Agassiz, Wyman, Gray, and Horsford ; 
instruction in Engineering under the direction of Professor 
Euatis; occasional excureions to localities and manu^turing 
establishments of scientific interest in the neighborhood ; reci- 
tations ; and Lectures. 

The Lectures have been as follows. 

On Geology, and on the Structure and Classification of the 
Animal Kingdom, by Professor Agassiz, between forty and 
forty-fire Lectures e&eh term. Scientific exour^ous were 
made about once a fortnight. 

On the Biffereutial Calculus, twice a week, thirty Lectures ; 
and on Analytical Mechanics, three times a week, forty-five 
Lectures, by Professor Peirce. 

On Electrostatics and Electro-dynamics, forty Lectures, by 
Professor Lovering. 
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Thirty Lectures on Comparative Physiology, iUnstrated by 
dissections and microscopic obsetratioua, by Professor Wyman. 

The Lectures were attended by members of the Scientific 
and Law Schools and by the Undergraduates. 

The number of Special Students in all branches of science 
waa ninety-two, excludve of the members of the other Profes- 
sional Schools, and of the TJndergradaat^, who attended the 
Scientific Lectures. 



IL ACADEMICAL DEPARTMENT. 

1. B-BLiaious Inbtrdction. 

Instntclion in the Evidences of Natural and Revealed Relig- 
ion, formerly given by the Hollis Professor of Divinity, is now 
assigned to the President. During the First Term of the last 
year he heard the Freshman Class in Paley's Evidences of 
Christianity ; during the Second Term he beard t^e Senior 
Class in Butler's Analogy. 

The Rev. Convers Francis, D.D., Parkman Professor of 
Pulpit Elo<]|uence and the Pastoral Care, and the Rev. George 
E. Noyes, D.D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew and other Ori- 
ental Languages, conduct the morning and evening service of 
the Chapel. They also, in conjunction with the President, sup- 
ply the pulpit of tho Chapel on Sundays, 

At present one hundred and thirbr-one students have leave 
of absence from Cambridge to pass Sunday at home ; one hun- 
dred and twenty-five attend worship in the College Chapel; 
seventjr-four attend other churches in Cambridge. 



2. Philosophy. 

The means of instruction in this Department are recitations, 
fanuliarly illustrated at tho time by the Professor, public Lec- 
tures, and written forensic exercises. 

During the last Academic Tear, the Department was under 
the care of Francis Eowen, A.M., Alford Professor. During 
the First Term, the Junior Class recited three times a week 
in Reid's Essays on the Intellectual Powers of Man. The 
Senior Class recited three times a week in Stewart's Active 
and Moral Powers, and McCulloch's edition of Snuth's Wealth 
of Nations. 

During the Second Term, instruction was ^ven, as before, 
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to the Janior Class in Intellectual and Moral Fhilosopby ; to 
the Senior Class in Political Economy and Coustitutional Law. 
The JanicvB recited three times a neek, the text-books being 
Bowen's Lowell Lectures and Walker's edition of Stewart on 
the Active and Moral Powers. The Seniore recited three 
times each week, the text-books being McCulloch's Adam 
Smith, the Federalist, and Documents of the Constitution. 
Both classes recited in divisions, so that each recitation occu- 
pied two hours. 

Forenaea were read, throughout the year, every Thursday 
afternoon, by the Seniors and Juniors alternately, half of one 
of these Classes attending each week. 

Two courses of Lectures, one on Political Economy, and the 
other on Constitutional History and I^aw, were delivered to 
the Senior Class. 



3. Ehbtokic and Obatory. 

This Department was under the superintendence of Francis 
J. Child, Boylston Professor of Rhetoric and Oratory, assisted 
in the teaching of Elocution by James Jennison, A.M. 

Instruction in this Department waa ^ven to the three npper 
Classes, by exercises in Reading, Spewing, and English Com- 
pOEUtion, by recitations in Grammar, Rhetoric, and Logic, and 
by Lectures. 

The Sophomores recited twice a week from Campbell's Rhetr 
one and liktham'a English Grammar, during the Ilrst Term. 

One fourth of the Class wrote Themes, and attended a criti- 
cal exercise upon them, every week throughout the year. 

To the Juniors instruclioQ was given by recitations, three 
times a week, during the Second Term, from Whately's Logic. 

They wrote Themes, and attended a critical exercise upon 
them, once in four weeks, through the year. 

They declaimed, by sections of nine, every week, before the 
Class and the instructors. 

To the. Seniors instruction waa ^ven by exercises in Com- 
position, once in four weeks- Their exercises in Speaking oc- 
cn^ed a like time, and were conducted in the same manner, as 
those of the Juniors. They also attended recitations from 
Whately's Rhetoric twice a week, during the Krst Term. 

During the First Term the Senior Class attended Lectures 
on the English language, and afterwards read selections from 
Chaucer's Canterbury Tales. 

The inspection of performances for Commencement end 
other Public ExhibitJons is committed to this Department. 
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The foregoing statement relates to the dutdes of the Pro- 
fessor. 

In addition to the exercises in Declamation already men- 
tioned, there is a separate course of instruction in Elocution, 
which is wholly under the care of the Instructor in Elocution. 

Nine Seniors and nine Juniors attended him every week 
in an exercise preparatory to the weekly Declamation of 
their resroectiTe Claflsea, 

The Sophomores attended him once every week, during 
the year. 

He superintended the rehearsals of performances for the 
Public Exhibidons of the year ; the final rehearsal for each 
being also attended by the Professor. 



4. HiSTOET. 

Instruction was ^ren in this Department, during the last 
year, by James Jennison, A.M., Tutor in History ; in the 
First Term, to the Junior Class, and in the Second Term, to 
the Senior and Freshman Classes. The Junior Class had two 
recitations a week in the History of England ; each student 
using, according to his choice, either Hume's, Mackintosh's, 
or longard's HBtory for a test-book. The Freshman Class 
recited also twice a week from Weber's Outlines of Universal 
History. Ghiizot's History of the Origin of Representative 
Government in Europe was the text-book of the Seniors, in 
wUch they had three recitations a week. Each Class passed 
the nsnal Examination at the end of the Term. 



During &e past year this Department was under the superin- 
tendence of George M. Lane, University Professor of Latin, 
assisted by Reginald H. Chase, A.B., Tutor. The instruction 
of the three higher Classes was conducted by Professor Lane, 
that of the Freshman Glass by the Tutor. 

Instmotion was given to the Freshman Class in Lincoln's 
Selections from lAvj, the Odes of Horace, Cicero's Tuscnlan 
Disputations, and in writing Latin. 

To the Sophomore Class, in the Bmtus of Cicero and the 
Satires of Horace, one hour every month being devoted to 
writing Latin. 

To me Junior Class, in the Annals of Tacitus, Books Second 
and Third, and the Pseudulus of Platitus, and in writing Latin 
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proge and verse once a fortnight, together with Lectures on 
Latin Literature. 

To the Seniors, in Lueretms and the Oration of Cicero for 
CluentiuB, and in writing Latin prose once a fortnight. 

In the ^oshman and Sophomore GlasseB the Latin was a 
required study. 

The number of the Juniors who elected the Latin was thirty- 
serea ; the number of the Seniors was twenty. 



The Greek Department was under the care of Cornelius 
Conway Feiton, LL.D., Ehot Professor of Greek Literature, 
and Evangelinus A. Sophocles, A.M., Tutor in Greek. Dur- 
ing the First Term, and until May 15 of the Second Term, 
Professor Felton'a place was filled by Mr. Sophocles, and the 
Freshman Class were instructed by mthaniel Hooper, A.M., 
Tutor in Greek, 

The Preahman Class were instructed by the Greek Tutor. 
They were divided into throe Alphabetical Sections. The 
test-books during the First Term were the Greek Historians 
(Herodotus) and Homer's Odyssey ; during the Second Term, 
the Greek Historians (IHodorus), the Odyssey, and the Al- 
cestis of Euripides. There were eleven recitations each fort- 
night. 

Exercises in Greek Composition were written once in each 
month. 

The Sophomores, Juniors, and Seniors were instructed by 
the Professor from May 15 to the end of the Term. 

The Sophomores were divided into two Alphabetical Sec- 
tions, each reciting three times a week. The text-books were 
the Ajax of Sophocles and Homer's Biad, during the first 
Term, and the Birds of Aristophanes, during the Second Term. 

The number of Juniors who elected the Greek was twenty- 
two. The teib-books were the Antigone of Sophocles, for the 
First Term, and the Gorgias of Plato, for the Second. 

The number of Seniors who elected the Greek was eighteen. 
The text-books were ^schines de Corona, for the First Term, 
and Demosthenes de Corona, for the Second. 

Every member of each of these Classes wrote an exercise 
once in each month, except that, in the Second Term, the 
Semors, instead of that exercise, had an additional lesson in 
the text-book. 

The Seniors, Juniors, and Sophomores attended three exei^ 
cises each week. 
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7. Hbbbett. 

This Department was under the superintendence of the Rev. 
George R- Noyea, D.D., Hancock Professor of Hebrew and 
other Oriental Languages ; being conducted by recitations and 
oral iMtruciion, ^ven to members of the Senior Class three 
times each week, during the year. Attendance on this branch 
is optional. 

8. Modern Langdages. 

This Department was under the superintendence of Henry W. 
Longfellow, A.M., Smith Professor of the French and Spanish 
Languages, and Professor of the Belles-Lettres. During the 
Urst Term there were in the Department three Instructors : 
Francis Sales, A.M., Instructor in , Spanish ; Bernard Solker, 
A.M., Instructor in German; M. Enule Amoult, Instructor in 
French. The instruction in Italian was given by Professor 
Longfellow. At the commencement of the Second Term, San- 
tiago Cancio-Bello, LL.B. was appointed Instructor in Spanish, 
in place of Mr. Sales, deceased ; and Mr. Liiigi Monti was ap- 
pointed Instructor in Italian. 

The principles which regulate the Department are, — 1. All 
the Modem Languages are optional, excepting French. 2. A 
student commeucing the study of any language is not permitted 
to leave it before the close of the year. 3. The students are 
formed into Sections, and are carried forward according to their 
proficiency, without reference to Glasses. 4. The days of in- 
struction are Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays. 

The French Lan^aage was taught to the whole Sophomore 
Class. The Class was divided into three Sections, two of which 

Cued nearly the same studies, not having any previous 
rledge of the language. The third Section was composed 
of such students as had already studied French. Ono hour a 
day, three days in the week, throughout the year, was devoted 
by tiie Instructor to each Section. The instruction was given 
by translation &om text-books, written exercises, and practice 
in speaking at each recitation. 

The Q-erman Jjanguage, being an optional study, is confined 
to the Junior and Senior Classes. The whole number of stu- 
dents attending the German was eighty-six, of whom thirty be- 
longed to the Senior Class and fifty-six to the Junior. They 
attended the instructor three times a week during the year, in 
two divisions. Besides translating from German into English 
from text^books, the students wrote exercises from English into 
German for each recitation, making three written exercises a 
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week for each student, which were corrected, and then recited 
orally. 

The number of Btudeats who attended the Instructor in the 
Spamgh Language was twenty-four from the Senior Class, 
and thirty-eight from the Junior Class. They were divided 
into two Sections, each of which recited to the Instructor 
three times & week throughout the year. Two hours were 
also devoted weekly by the Instructor to correcting written 



Students of the Senior Class only elect the Italian Language, 
Fifty-nine chose this study, and attended the teacher in that 
Department three times a week during tho year. The instruc- 
tion was given by translation from test-books, written exercises, 
and practice in speaking. 

The number of those who studied the Modem Languages 
was, in French, 90 ; German, 86 ; Spanish, 62 ; Itahau, 69 ; 
total, 297. 



9. ilATEEUATICS. 

Instruction in this Department was conducted by Benjamin 
Peirce, LL.D., Perkins Professor of Astronomy and Mathe- 
matics, and Charles F. Choate, A.M., Tutor. 

Instruction in the Freshman year was by recitations from 
Legendre's Geometry, which was completed m the Mrst Term, 
Peirce's Trigouometry occupied the rest of the year. 

Instruction was continued, in the Sophomore year, by reci- 
tations in Bourdon's Algebra and Peirce's Analytical Geome- 
try; and in the Junior and Senior years, by InstructioQ in the 
Ima^nary, Integral, and Reudual Calculuses, and in the Math- 
ematical ^eory of Mechanics and Astronomy. 

The Freshman Class were heard in three Sections, on three 
days of the week, Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, through 
the year, allowing one hour to each recitation. 

The Sophomore Class were heard in two Sections, three days 
in the week, on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays, through 
the year. 



10. Physics. 

During the past Academical Year, instruction in this De- 
partment was conducted by Joseph Levering, A,M., HoUis 
Professor of Mathematics and Natural Philosophy. 

The Senior Class attended recitatjons three times a week 
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during the Krst Term, and read and reviewed Acoustics and 
Optics in Lardner's Natural PhiloBophj. This Class was ex- 
anuned at the end of the First Term. 

The Jumor Class attended recitations three times a 'vreek 
during the First and Second Terms ; and read Herschel's 
Outlines of Astronomy, and the parts on Mechanics, Hydro- 
statics, and Pneumatics in Lardner's Course of Natural Phi- 
losophy. This Class vas examined at the end of each Term. 

Each Class was divided into two Divisions ; and each Divis- 
ion remained with the instructor one hour at every exercise. 

The . Senior and Junior Classes attended the usual course of 
Lectures on Physics and Experimental Philoaophy. This 
course, which extends through two years, consists of about 
B3xtj Lectures of one hour each; or two Lectures to each Class 
for every week of the last Term. 



11. Chemistry and Minbraloqt. 

The instruction in this Department was given by Josiah P, 
Cooke, A.M., Erring Professor. During the First Term, the 
Sophomore Class recited twice a week, from the last half of 
Stockhardt's Elements of Chemistry, and attended once a week 
a course of Experimental Lectures on the Chemistry of the 
Metals and of Organic Compounds. During the Second Term 
the same Class recited twice a week, from either Dana's 
Manual of Mineralogy, or St. John's Elements of Geology, 
completing the whole of the first, and about one half of the hist 
treatise. They also attended, in small divisions, occasional 
Lectures at the Mineral Cabinet oa the subjects of the text- 
books. 

During the Second Term, those members of the Senior and 
Junior Classes who elected the Department received instruction 
in Mineralogy, partly &om a course of Lectures on Crystal- 
lography, and partly from a course of over thirty Lectures on 
Descriptive Mineralogy. The last course was ^ven at the 
ftEneral Cabinet, and connected with the study of specimens. 



12. ZOOLOST AND BOTANY. 

This Department was under the care of Asa Qxay, M.D., 
Ilsher Professor of Natural History. 

Throughout the Krst Term, the whole Junior Class were 
instructed in Animal Physiology, by recitations from Agassiz 
and Gould's Principles of Zoology. These exercises were 
attended by the Class once a week, namely, on Tuesday 
afternoons, in two Sections, each recitation occupying an hour. 
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Throughout the Second Term the vhote Sophomore Chiss 
were instructed in Vegetable Physiology, by recitations from 
Grray'a Botanical Tezfr-Book, with informal Lecturea. These 
exercises were attended by die Class, in. two Sections, twice a 
week, namely, Tuesday and Thursday mornings ; each recita- 
tion occupying an hour. 

A course of Lectures on Geographical and Systematic Bot- 
any, conalatdng of two Lectures per week from the first of April 
to the end of the Term, was deUvered to those students of the 
Junior Class who elected the study. The average attendance 
was about twenty-five, besides four or fire Scientific Students. 
From the middle of May to the end of the Term, private les- 
sons were given by the Professor, three times a week, at the 
Botanic Garden, to mne members of the Class, who chose to 
av^ themselves of the privilege, and to four Scientific Stu- 
dents. 



13. Anatomy ahd PHYSioLoar. 

During the JFirst Term, a course of twenty-two Lectures 
on the Anatomy and Physiology of the Human Body was de- 
livered to the members of the Senior Class, by Jeffiies Wyman, 
M.D., Hersey Professor of Anatomy. The I^ectures were 
^ven on Mondays and Wednesdays, in Holden Chapel, at 
10 A. M.

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TREASITEEE'S STATEMENT. 
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TREASURER'S STATEMENT. 



In prraenting his first statement of the financial con- 
cerns of the College, the Treasurer feels it to be his duty 
to state that he has received from his predecessor the 
books and accounts of the College in the best condition, 
and that its property appears to have been judiciously 
invested and cared for. He can only hope that he may 
hand over these important interests in an equally healthy 
condition to his successor, and to this end he will en- 
deavor to adhere to the sound rules and methods which 
have been established by those who have preceded 
him. 

It will be seen that there is shown by the statement 
an increase of the funds of the College during the past 
year. This is due mainly to the benefactions of enlight- 
ened friends of education, which deserve to be honora- 
bly mentioned ; and, first, the Hon. Jonathan Phillips, 
to whom, and to others of whose name, the College and 
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the public are so much indebted for acts of benefi- 
cence, has bestowed upon this institution a donation of 
ten thousand dollars, and directed that the income shall 
be applied in aid of the foundation of the Professorship 
of Greek Literature. After the lamented death of Dr. 
George C. Shattuck, it was found that, in addition to 
the liberal donation of the preceding year, for the en- 
dowment of the Professorship of Pathological Anatomy, 
he had, by his last will, left a bequest of ten thousand 
dollars in productive manufacturing stock, for the sup- 
port of scholarships to be assigned to poor Jind deserring 
students of the University ; a form of charity most valu- 
able in its operation, and much needed, in consequence 
of the greatly enhanced cost of living at Cambridge. A 
third large benefaction came from Miss Caroline Plum- 
mer, who, in her last will, mtide a bequest to the College 
of fifteen thousand dollars, "to be for ever appropriated 
for the support of a Professor of the Philosophy of the 
Heart and of the Moral, Physical, and Christian Life, 
in Harvard University." 

A balance appears, also, of the receipts over the ex- 
penses, partly owing to the increase of special endow- 
ments which have not been drawn upon during the past 
year, and partiy to delay in ascertaining and paying 
some heavy bills of repairs on the College buildings and 
property, which were found necessary, beyond the aver- 
age expenditures for this object The Treasurer, how- 
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ever, is pleased to be able to state, that the whole ex- 
penses have not exceeded the income of the College. 

A marble bust of President Walker has been pro- 
cared by several friends of the College and of that gen- 
tleman, and presented by them, to be placed in the Li- 
brary. There has also been placed in the same reposi- 
tory the bust of President Everett, — the bequest of 
that munificent friend of the College and of all good 
objects, the late Hon. Thomas H. Perkins. The widow 
of the late Kev. Dr. Francis Parkman has carried out 
his life-long attachment to the College by bestowing 
upon the Divinity School a large portion of his books, 
amounting to six hundred and seventy-three volumes.
